BUY FROM MACHINES 


Increasingly, automatic devices are 
being used for sale of standard ne¬ 
cessities. People are already familar 
with the nickel-in-the-slot that pro¬ 
duces a stamped envelope and sheet 
of paper. 

It is said in a few years that al¬ 
most any small commodity may be 
purchased day or night through auto¬ 
matic machines. These Robots have 
the virtue of occupying small space 
and saving salesmen’s labor. They 
have been perfected to a fine point. 
In many places, tooth brushes, tooth 
paste, combs, cigarettes, soap, per¬ 
fume, etc. may be purchased from the 
automatic machines. 

An enterprising company is install¬ 
ing coin-in-the-slot gasoline stations. 
A certain amount for a half dollar. 
This promises to bring in great reven 
ue. Another large washing machine 
company found that one style of elec 
trie machine was not selling because 
of its size, for small apartments. So 
they equipped these bigger machines 
with a coin device, installed them in 
basements of apartment houses, and 
offered them for co-operative use. 
Two bits in the slot for 35 minutes 
use of the machine. 

There has yet to be developed in 
these machines, the ability to accept 
paper money and give back correct 
change. That is the next great step. 

In the meantime* the first stages 
are past. The machines are rain¬ 
proof, chip-proof and thief-proof.

SHOULD IMPROVE ROAD 


A TWO-SIDED STORV 


Following is a letter that appear¬ 
ed in a Western newspaper, written 
by one of its readers. There is infor¬ 
mation in it for storekeepers: 

“Your paper is always boosting 
that home-town buying is the right 
thing, for if everybody bought away 
we would not have a town very long. 
In your editorial a week or two ago 
you said there would be less buying 
from catalogues if every merchant 
would advertise, because it is advertis 
ing that keeps the catalogue men go¬ 
ing. Well, I believe that’s right too, 
but one thing I would like to see all 
the local merchants do, and there are 
more who think the same and that is 
for them to print the prices as much 
as they can in their advertising. And 
I also think that if the prices are go¬ 
ing up they should say so and tell 
why, if they know. These times we 
all have to bite our nickles, or most 
of us, and we certainly don’t like the 
idea of prices going up on staples 
particularly, and not a word about it 
till you reach the store. I am not an 
advertising -expert, but I know what 
I would like to see in my local paper 
along that line and that is a lot of 
genuine information about goods and 
prices every week. Then we should 
feel better and if we were being fairly 
trated there would be less sending 
away. I hear this talked about a lot, 
so I thought I would write you.” 


’ It is unfortunate in view of the re¬ 
markable development work being 
carried on in all parts of the Turner 
Valley and the enormous daily traffic 
from this city to the oil field and re¬ 
turn that the provincial highways de¬ 
partment has not yet seen fit to im¬ 
prove that portion of the road lying 
between Okotoks and the valley.. This 
fifteen mile stretch is in poor shape to 
withstand the heavy truck loads 
which pass over it, and the road is far 
from comfortable for light automo¬ 
biles. The development being carried 
on in Turner Valley is of great im¬ 
portance to the whole province. The 
proven productiveness of the field is 
attracting the attention of the Domin 
ion Hundreds of outside capitalists 
are visiting the field every week. The 
only way they can arrive there from 
Okotoks, and usually from many 
other points is by automobile. The 
impression created by the rough and 
bumpy stretch on visitors is not com¬ 
plimentary to the highway progress 
of Alberta. An all-weather and all¬ 
traffic road should be completed into 
the valley as soon as possible—-Cal¬ 
gary Herald.

Another not un¬ 
common element of the situation is 
iner-town feeling, of which there 
seems to be some evidence, proving 
there are other interests besides hock 
ey that can stir up the loyalty of the 
natives. 


In a number of Alberta towns this 
spring, there is a definite movement 
toward the encouragement of sports 
amongst the junior citizens. The town 
of Red Deer is planning to centralize 
all sport activities under one manage¬ 
ment—baseball, football, tennis, bask 
etball, track meets, etc. Prominent 
citizens and Service Clubs are active¬ 
ly in support of this effort to provide 
facilities for every sport activity. A 
central gymnasium is planned. An¬ 
other town is developing the idea of 
employing an all-round coach to ov¬ 
ersee and instruct the younger ele¬ 
ment in all seasonal activities. High 
River citizens pride themselves on be¬ 
ing lovers of sport. But are they to 
any degree “interested in the develop¬ 
ment of sportsmanlike qualities and, 
the best physical development of the 
younger generation?

BETTER SEEDMRGERCROP 

H.G.L. Strange, Fenn, Alberta, Pres- 

dent, Canadian Seed Growers’ 
Association 

The fanning world of Canada this 
last year has been filled with discus¬ 
sions in regard to practically every¬ 
thing that enters into production, 
transportation, processing, and de¬ 
livery of Canadian grains on the 
world’s markets. 

One important factor has come out 
of it all, and it is not disputed, which 
is that Canada is in serious danger of 
the loss of her hardly won reputa¬ 
tion for hard red spring wheat. 

There is no disputing that if this 
reputation were to be lost it would 
be a catastrophe' for the farmers of 
Canada, because it would mean at the 
out set that Canadian wheat would 
have to come into competition, on an 
equal basis, which it seldom has had 
to do up to the present, with the en 
ormous quantities of hitherto regard 
ed as inferior wheats from other 
wheat-exporting-countries. Most cer¬ 
tainly this would mean not only low¬ 
er prices but higher marketing cost 
as well because it would be more di¬ 
fficult to sell du4^tp less eager de¬ 
mand. 

Apparently the wheat raisers of 
Canada tooj-lpng have regarded them¬ 
selves as c/ccupying a preferred posi¬ 
tion and have really come seriously 
tc think that the person who buys 
their wheat should be satisfied with 
exactly what the Canadian farmer 
wishes to supply them with and 
should, in fact, regard himself as 
more or less of a lucky person to get 
this wheat at all. 

This mental attitude on the part of 
the farmer is, of course, all wrong, 
and if continued will certainly lead to 
disaster. The unpleasant fact re¬ 
mains that the real master of the 
whole situation iej the buyer and not | 
the producer, and that if Canada wish ; 
es to remain as the supplier to the 
world’s markets of the highest qual- j 
ity of wheat, that will fetch a prem¬ 
ium above the wheats from all other 
countries, when it is vitally necessary i 
for the wheat producers of Canada, 
j through their marketing organiza- J 
I tions and other agencies, to take con- 
! siderable pains to find out exactly the 
kind of wheat their customer de- 
| mands and exactly the grade and 
I shape in which the customer desires 
j this wheat to be delivered. 

, The world’s buyers require only a I 
maximum of some ten grades of Can- 
! adian wheat. The unpleasant fact re- 
I mains that last year some 450 grades 
of Canadian wheat were offered by 
1 farmers to the marketing agencies 
! for sale. By actual count, with our 
I present grades and vhrieties, it has 
j been computed that no less than 2,623 , 
I grades could be produced. The great 
! bulk of which grades are absolutely 
and entirely unnecessary and prevent j 
able. 

Without recounting the many fac-' 
tors that go to make up all these un- f 
necessary grades it is sufficient to j 
state that a great number of them i 
are caused by the mixing of different | 
varieties. Therefore, no small num¬ 
ber of this great mass of unncessary 
grades can be eliminated by Tfiie far¬ 
mer himself this coming year, if he 
will determine to seed only seed that 
is pure, clean, reasonably true to var¬ 
iety and the right variety for his dis¬ 
trict. 

Not only will the crops produced 
from such seed mature more evenly | 
than scrub seed, not only will they . 
give a higher yield because of the 
careful selective breeding work be- j 
hind them but in addition they will j 
give a higher grade because of the 
trueness to variety. 

This last year, for instance, be¬ 
cause of the frost, was a very hard 
year for all wheats excepting the 
early varieties. Yet it was noted by 
skilled professional observers that 
whenever good true-to-variety seeds 
had been seeded, particularly regis¬ 
tered seed, even with the later varie¬ 
ties, that the resulting crop was much 
less harmed by frost and so command 
ed a much higher grade than the av¬ 
erage run of crops of the same var¬ 
iety. 

The air is full of co-operation 
these days but the fanner must not 
forget that only a small step in co¬ 
operation has been accomplished by 
co-operating together to put in an 
agency to market crops. True co-op¬ 
eration means that the farmer him¬ 
self in turn will do everything within 
his power to co-operate, not only with 
his marketing agency, but also with 
the purchaser of his products. Both 
of these mean actually the same 
thing, producing as nearly as possible 
the kind of product the customer de¬ 
mands and in such shape as he re¬ 
quires. 

As far as the wheat industry is con 
cerned, this simply meafis that crops 
will be produced which are as clean 
as possible and as true to variety as 
possible and of that variety which is 
most acceptable to the world’s pur¬ 
chaser, which as far as the bulk of 
Alberta wheats is concerned means 
hard, red spring wheat, of high mill¬ 
ing value. 

To secure these kind of crops it is 
necessary for the first step to sow 
seed of the right variety and which 
will be as clean as it can be made, 
which will contain practically no 
weed seeds nor other kinds of grain, 


and which will be of strong vitality 
and germination. 

If the bulk of western Canadian 
wheat growers would do this very 
simple thing there would never be the 
slightest danger of Canadian wheat 
losing the fine premium over all other 
wheats which it has enjoyed in the 
past and should command in the fu¬ 
ture. Incidentally, too, the work of 
those who market this wheat will be | 
easier and carried on more cheaply. ' 
5 ! There is no money spent by the far 
hner which will bring him in such big 
profits as that spent in securing good 
clean seed. 

A committee of representative busi¬ 
ness men in the Argentine has been 
organized to stimulate the exchange 
of trade between the republic and 
Great Britain. According to the Ang 
lo-Argentine Commerce of Buenos 
Aires the movement was initiated 
soldly by the Argentines. 

Britain is one of the oldest and 
greatest trade customers of the Ar¬ 
gentine. British capital played a not 
able part in its opening up and devel¬ 
opment. British interests are still in 
control of a number of leading com¬ 
mercial enterprises and important 
railway lines. Great ' Britain buys 
more from the republic than any oth¬ 
er foreign country, chiefly in meat 
and wheat. In former years British 
manufactured articles were in great 
demand, but more recently United 
States manufactured goods have 
been ousting them from that market. 
Today the United States sells more 
than twice the value of goods to the 
Argentine than it imports in return, 
a condition which is not unfamiliar to 
Canada in its trade relations with

A change In telephone numbers

Thirty-five visits and departures 
of Canadian Pacific steamships will 
be made In and out of the Port of 
Saint John during the coming win¬ 
ter season, between December 1st 
and April 26th, it Is officially an¬ 
nounced. This represents an In¬ 
crease of three over the previous 
season. The two new “Duchess” 
class steamers, the "Duchess of 
Richmond" and the "Duchess of 
York,” make their first appearance 
on the sailing list, the former be¬ 
ing due lu New Brunswick on March 
23rd and the latter on March 30th.

of the company. B. A. Neale, man¬ 
ager of the Chateau Frontenac at 
Quebec, has been appointed man¬ 
ager of the new 1,200-room sky¬ 
scraper hotel in Toronto, the Royal 
York, which will be opened to the 
public next summer. His place in 
the great hotelery at Quebec will 
be taken by John Johnston who has 
been assistant manager at the Cha¬ 
teau for some time.

The number who -egularly benefit 
by these dlstrlb’ aons of profits is 
Increasing eve. / year, thus show¬ 
ing a more general tendency on 
the part of the Canadians to in¬ 
vest their earnings in the stocks 
of well established and sound ln- 
Sustrial concerns.

I am the One-Horse Weekly. 

Once a week, 62 times a year, I go 
out into the surrounding community 
where I am eargerly devoured by 
those »ho cherish me. 

I know nothing about what is going 
bn in the outside world. Those who 
want to read about happenings in Ja¬ 
pan, Greenland, Russia, Australia or 
even in the Dominion where I am 
published, wdl have nothing to do 
with me because I do not concern my¬ 
self with things outside my oyrn 
realm 

But I have a few thonsand readers 
who do care for me. Their love is in¬ 
tense. 1 tell them each week what 
tlieir neighbours are doing. If George 
Butler has purchased a new Ford, if 
Elmer Jones has just shipped a load 
of hogs, if the Jdries' entertained their 
friends, the Browns, to dinner on Sun 
day or if Harold Johnson got fifty 
bushels to the acre from his field of 
oats, that is news for me and I hasten 
tb spread the glad tidings among my 
readers. 

Or if in the town where I do my 
work, the civic fathers are wrangling 
about whether Carter & Richardson, 
boot-makers, should be allowed to in¬ 
stall curb gasoline pump in front of 
their premises if one of the churches 
is going to have a bazaar, if Herbie 
Walker appeared before the beak for 
’steenth time on a charge of being 
inebriated, could not pay his fine and 
was given ten days in the common 
jai^ if the town fathers refuse to per¬ 
mit the streets to be cleaned on the 
Sabbath, if a ffeid is needed to clean 
up one of the dilapidated cemeteries 
near town, if the Stop by-laws are be¬ 
ing broken by reckless motorists, if 
an outhouse on Jack Winter’s place 
caught on fire and burned down a few 
night ago, if the Charity dance last 
Friday night was a success or if it 
looks as if there would not be an elec¬ 
tion for school trustees—well, this is 
“meat” for me. I fill myself to over¬ 
flowing and my readers simply “eat 
me alive.’’ 

I have a few big city advertisers 
who appreciate my worth and some¬ 
times take a whole page of me. But 
I exist mainly for my local merchants 
They know what I mean to them for 
I carry their messages to all their cus 
tomers and on Saturday when I 
glance down the street I see hun¬ 
dreds of my readers flocking to buy 
goods from my business men. That 
does my heart good, because I know 
then that my advertisers are getting 
more money to spend on me next 
week. 

One or two of the big business men 
.take a whole page, sometimes two, of 
me every yveek, if I have room for 
them. Once in a while I have had to 
increase my twelve pages to sixteen 
to accommodate them, but 1 don’t do 
that .very often because it is expen¬ 
sive and I must make a living. Then 
I usually have about twenty fair-siz¬ 
ed ads and a few small ones. Besides 
1 am accustomed to appear with a 
half a.colmun or so of coming events 
an my front page. Everybody reads 
these because there may be something 
in them that they shouldn’t miss, such 
as a chicken pie supper at the Baptist 
Church, or the Christmas concert at 
the community hall or the big square 
dance up at Waterville the next night 

My biggest job is to please all clas¬ 
ses of the people. Beeause in our 
town, you see, we have bankers and 
preachers lawyers and hard-working 
men, merchants and mechanics, doc¬ 
tors and janitors, yes nearly every 
sort of profession is represented. If 
1 am not careful some of them will 
think I am talking down to them; if I 
make a grammatical error, the higher 
minded will call me an uneducated 
fool and wholly unfit even to be a One 
Horse Weekly. If some of the elderly 
ladies of the community cannot find 
the report of their quilting bee, then 
1 am likely to be called bitter names 
and to be accused of showing partial¬ 
ity.

I i EMS OF INTEREST 

The Manitoba Rolling Mills Company 
is proceeding rapidly with prepara¬ 
tions for the building of its new steel 
plant in East Calgary. A considerable 
part of the handling equipment has 
already been purchased; bids have 
been received for about$60,000 worth 
of electrical equipment and $20,000 
worth of driving mechanism. Plans 
for the buildings, involving 500' tons 
of structural steel are practically com 
pleted and the work is going to the 
shops as quickly as can be arranged 
in the hope of construction starting 
in the latter half of April. 

According to Premier Brownlee, 
tlie proposed undertaking of large 
British capital in utilizing waste gas 
in the Turner Valley field goes far 
beyond any carbon black plant and 
involves one of the largest organiza¬ 
tions in Great Britain. The plan 
is to break into its constituent parts 
of the waste gas in the Turner Vall¬ 
ey field, and from that to engage in 
certain chemical manufacturing pro¬ 
cesses. The entire resources of the A1 
berta University chemical research 
departments have been placed at the 
disposal of the concern by the Gov¬ 
ernment for research purposes. 

"Crude naptha such as produced at 
Turner Valley, is at a premium not 
only in Canada but in all parts of the 
world." I. C. Solloway of Toronto, in 
an a ; m to encourage investment in 
Alberta’s oil field, points out that Tur 
ner Valley is supplying only about 20 
per cent, of the gasoline required in 
Western Canada. Crude oil can be 
imported cheaply, its production is 
not important, but the quality of nap¬ 
tha found at Turner Valley is of im¬ 
mense value, with expanding possibil¬ 
ities. There is every reason to speed 
up development in Alberta oil. Hoover 
has warned Americans that,their sup¬ 
ply of oil and gas would be exhausted 
before many years and they would be 
obliged to import.
